A Diplomatic Negotiation for Viet Nam

~ ‘Lifts Labor Drudgery’ — 


SASKATOON (CP)—lIt's a lot 
of rubbish to suggest: automation is 
throwing 40,000 workers out of. jobs 
each week in North America, says 
Dr. A. D. Booth, dean of engineering 
at the University of Saskatchewan. 

“All automation does is to allow 
humans ‘to work as humans and to 
lift the drudgery from _tabor,”" 

The. British-born physicist said 
in an intérview he can only laugh 
“when he hears labor and government 
suggest the severest danger posed by 
automation is unemployment. 

“The general result of automa- 
tion has been that.more jobs are cre- 
ated, more people are required to do 
them, efficiency of workers has im- 
proved and rome J profits have

Dr. Booth, who designed and 
built one of the first computers in 
the world while at Birkbeck College 
at the University of London, said ex- 
perience in the United Kingdom, 
which has had.the benefit of auto- - 
mated industry for some years, has 
found. that computers—have done 
much to automate routine jobs. This 
Speeds production. 

“The effect is felt all the way 
down the. line. -Greater production 
requires more labor to handle it. It 
has provided workers with more time 
to learn new skills. Automation may 
well dislodge, 40,000 workers a week 
from backbreaking, unskilled jobs, 
but it certainly hasn't left them with- 
out work.”

Its basic aim was to help the 
Eskimos to improve their 
standard of living. Loans 
Yolalling over $450,000 have 
been made. 

The limit for a loan to an 
individual +s $5,000 but two, 
three or-—four, Eskimos may 
group together and borrow up 
to $15,000 and a group of more 
than four may obtain a loan 
not exceeding $25,000. 

Such Joans have helped .io 
develop Eskimo co-operative 
schemes. in fishing, boat build- 
| ing, lumbering and arts and 
crafts, During 1963, 19 co- 
operatives were active with a 
total business turnover of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000.

Danguah was no radical, 
though he did try to overturn 
British colonial rule of the old 
Gold Coast.

Educated in London, he 
talked independence to the 
British ever since 1930, when

In 197, sensing -that addi- 
tional weapons were needed, 
Danquah brought Nkrumah 
back from England to be gen- 
eral /secretary of his nation- 
alist movement, the United 
Gold Coast Convention. 


‘Quite Useless’ 


Danquah didn't know - that 
Nkrumah. had accepted de- 
spite. a belief that it was 
“quite useless to associate, 
myself with a movement 
backed . . . by reactionaries, 
mfiddle-class lawyers and 
merchants.” 

Nkrumah made \good use of 
the “useless” UGCC as-a base 
for organizing a real mass 
movement. By the time Dan- 
Quah caught on and threw him- 
out in 1949, Nkrumah had his 
Convention People’s Party 
ready to oppose both Dan- 
qQuah's gradualism and - the 
British, 

“Full self-government in 
the shortest possible « time’ 
Was. Danquah's slogan. Nkrui- 
mah made his, “‘self-govern- 
ment now.”" 

Danquah — preached the 
moral right to sel{-determina- 
ation; Nkrumah’ promised 
the buses would be free when 
he took over, The only thing 
he took intact from Danquah 
was the idea of renaming the 
Goid Coast “Ghana,” after-a 
medieval empire on the 
Savannah shores of the aed 
River. 


The British brought Nir 


mah from. jail to power ip 
1951, because he had the 
votes. Danquah was left be- 
hind, even though he was-the 
one who really believed in 
British-style democracy. 
There was less and less of 
that for Danquah to enjoy.

there ever since. 
He resigned his seat—in 


1948 to contest the fedéral rid- 
ing of Yale-But he was beaten 
by-O. L. Jones» of the CCF, 
who also was a Kelowna-Pen- 
ticton household furnishings 
dealer. Premier Bennett 
never looked toward Ottawa 
again. Re-elected in the B.C. 
election of 1949, he again be- 
came a Tory coalitionist. 

From the start of his car- 
eer in provineial petites, W, 
A. C.. Bennett established 
himself as a ‘maverick. His 
speeches often had an Inde- 
pendent ring. Twice he chal- 
lenged Herbert Anscomb, 
then finance minister, for 
leadership of the Conserva- 
tive wing of the Coalition— 
both times without success. 

It. must have appeared 
sometimes that there was lit- 
tie room in the Tory party 
for an ambitious young man. 
But opportunity comes to him 
who seeks it, And it came to 
Mr. Bennett when the , Coali- 
tion brought out the alterna- 
tive voting systém.

He had told some people 
privately that he was hoping 
to lead a grass roots party of 
voters who did not feel the 
Coalition was sufficiently ex- 
ploiting the post-war boom. 

He calculated that with the 
alternative voting system, 
people who gave their first 
choices either to the Liberals 
or the Conservatives would 
not give the other party the 
second vote if there was an- 
other alternative to voting 
CCF.

Tested His Theory 


Mr. Bennett tested his the- 
ory that the Coalition. was.un- 
popular.
